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Soviets Storm 
Baku, Leaving 
Many Dead 
And Wounded

MOSCOW — Soviet troops 
opened fire on nationalists in Baku, 
capital of the southern republic of 
Azerbaijan, on early Saturday, kill- 
ing and wounding many people, 
reports from the area said. 

{A spokesman at the headquar- 
ters of the nationalist Azerbaijan 
Popular Front was quoted by 
Agence France-Presse as saying: 
“There is firing everywhere. The 
population is trying to block the 
way by setting up cars across the 
roadway. All our people are in the 
street.” 

[Another spokesman for a na- 
tionalist movement was quoted by 
Reuters as saying that the troops 
moved into Baku by land and sea 
shortly after midnight and began 
smashing blockades that Azerbai- 
janis had put up to keep them out. 

[They pushed right through the 
blockades with tanks,” the spokes- 
man said by telephone from Baku.
